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Have yon ever thought of the 
many ways iu which God provides 
for the life of trees, plants, and 
flowers ? (Jod's provisions extend 
to many things besides his children, 
the men and women, boys and girl", 
Who live on the earth. And some 
Of the ways in which he eatcs for 
trees, bushes, and plants are most 
interesting. 

There is In the 'mountainous le- 
gions of the West a pine called the 
lodge-pole pine, which grows on 
high altitudes of from seven thou- 
sand to ten thousand feet, altitudes 
so high that few Other trees are 

there, owing to the coolness of the 

air and frequent snows which coaie 
in late spring and early anluinn. 
It iscalled the lodge pole pine be- 
cause Indians who 00CS lived in 
the West used its straight, trunk 
as the center polo for their lodges 
or httls of skins and the bark of 
trees. This pine is slender like a 
pole or sapling, for asil grows upon 
rooky mountain sides and high 
plateaus generally on poor soil, it 
does not reach large size. It is a 
hardy pine and bids fair to obtain 
possession of nearly all the forest 
ground in the West, as it grows 

where other trees are liable to die. 

a great instiy foresl tires occur 
in these high, dry, mountainous re 
i:ions from hunters' camptiros and 

other campers, and the fires destroy 

many young trees and bushes. 
They also destroy seeds of various 
kinds, but with the lodge- polo pine 

it is different Theueefuluessofibe 

Setds really depends upon the fires 
The tree has the haul I of hoarding 
for years the cones containing its 

seeds. The sewds are carefully 

sealed within the cones by pitch and 
protected by the scales until a forest, 

rer the uiountaiuside, 
melts the pitch, unseals the scales 

and the wind soon thereafter seattois 

t he seed over 1 be be rxen wast s. Soon 

they germinate and the young trees 

commence Iheii struggle for exis- 
tence. 

i)| course, future fires are apt to 
kill some of these younger trees, 
but oven so, the bare spots on Ihe 

mountains are giaduaily filled 

with young pines. This hoarding 
of the seeds within the cones sealed 
with pitch saves the lodge-pole 
pine from destruction, even il some 
later Cue destroys many of the 
young 1 1 ees after they have sprout- 
oil. With other ttoos the (ire 
would destroy not only the younger, 
tender sprouts, but also the seeds, 
and in the eouiso ol ages all other 
tries upon the high mountain sides 
have been almost entirely destroy- 
ed, only the slender lodge- pole pines 

remaining. 

Another interesting thing to no 
lice is the way in Which very oard 
shelled nuts, like black walnuts 
and hickory mils, are enabled to 
gel their shells open, so that the 
tender, while sprout, can get out 
and begin to grow . Black walnuts 
and some hickory mils have shells 
so hard that it would be impossible 
for the tender shoots to force their 
way out and begin to glow, unless 
there won- sonic moans of getting 

the shell to gape open at the apt 

This is accomplished in winter, 
when the nuts freeze as they lie on 
the cold, moist ground, under a 
Ii would seem 
that this would kill Ihe kernel and 
prevent its sprouting, or if it 
SprOUled St Ihe time of freezing 
that the sptoul itself would be 
killed, but Ihe freezing seems lo 
have no injurious effect eithot on 
the kernel or the tender sprout. 
The nuts best adapted for plant- 
are those which have novel- 
been allowed lo lose Ihe natutal 
sap and moisture they had when 
they fall olT the tree In the lot 

when walnuts ami hloltorynuts fall, 

the leaves are also falling at the 
e lime, and the nuts, being 
heavy, settle down through Ihe 
id lest on the moist earth. 
Hero they lie all winter against the 
ground, and during some sevete 
cold spell they lioe/.e on account 
of the moisture in them and gape 
Open Sliglltljf, just enough for Ihe 
lender while shool lo got out. 
Hut on account of the OOldUC 
the ground dining the winter the 
sprout does not begin to grow until 
the weather warms up with Ihe ap 
pxoaob of spring. Then, when all 

danger from frost or oold is past, 
ihe little shoot makes its appearance 

above the loaves and begins to take 



on the appearance of a bush, and 
in the course of years it grows into 
a sturdy biokory or walnut ti 

This calls to mind another inter- 
esting manifestation of God's provi- 
dence. Did you ever stop to think 
how Important dead leaves are? 
These leaves enrich the soil and en 
aide the nuts, acorns, and other tree 
seeds to get a start after they sprout 
in the spring The acorns and mi's 
lieon the ground all winter under 
their covering of rolling leaves, 
while Ihe rains pelt down on them. 
The leaves gradually rot and turn to 
leaf mold, rich and loamy, and by 
the time the nuts and acorns are 
ready to sprout there is an inch or 
more of ricli, black earth from the 
decaying leaves on top of I hem, 
with more leaves farther above. 
By the time the spiout pushes its 
way above Ihe leaves the lender 
roots are extending down into the 
soft earth. 

These decaying leaves make the 
earth soft, so that, tender roots of 
sprouts can extend down into the 
soil. They do this, not only' be- 
cause they turn lo black soil, but 
because they catch and hold the 
rain, as it falls in winter, and pre- 
vent its running off quickly into 
streams. 

They give the water time to sink 
into the ground, and make it soft, so 
the tender roots may pencil ate il. 
Wore il not for this covering of 
leaves and the gradual funning ol 
leaf mold, it would be almost im 
possible for acorns, nuts, and other 
tree seeds to grow in the spring, for 
they could not get a foothold in the 
hard, dry soil 

The soil would be lacking iu 
fertility, too, if there wete no leaves 
to decay, so you see the leaves are 
useful even after they have fallen 
lo the ground. Therefore, any 
forest or mountainside, which is 
burned off every winter, destroying 
all the dead I -, will 

in time lose its fertility, because no 
leaf mold is being added to th 
and winter rains gradually wash 
away what fertility there was before 
early burning off began. 

Besides, the hot sunshine grad- 
ually kills off the bushes and young 
trees, and this leaves the ground 
still 111010 exposed and helps to kill 
the weeds and grass in the sum 
mer as soon as hot weather 
comes. Thus, the leaves are as 
valuable when lying on the cold 
earth iu winter as when green and 

beautiful upon the trees Iu summer.

The Health Value of Walking; 

Dr. William A. Howe, the State 
Medical Inspector, makes these ob- 
servations concerning the health 
value ol walking : 

" Tbeie is, probably, uo one form 
ol exercise that exerts a greater or 
more healthful iufluence over 
our bodies than that of walkiug. 
In spite of ihis well- recognized fact, 
however, few seem to appreciate its 
possibilities or utilize its influent 
as a means of contributing to 
health. 

" It is, indeed, regrettable that 
modern conditions and customs 
create increasing indifference to, 
and, in many instances, utter neg- 
lect of, both the pleasure of walking 
and its stimulation of the functional 
activities of the body. 

Po the heart, it acts as a prompt 
and appreciable tonic, accelerating 
its action and forcing extra blood to 
the remotest parts of the body. 
The lungs in turn are excited to 
gi eater activity, as seen iu more 
frequent ami deeper respiration, 
resulting in more complete oxygena- 
tion and vitalization of the bio 

The muscular tissues of the 
bodv, both voluutary and iuvolun- 
tary, stimulated by the influx of 
new and better blood, materially 
improve iu tone, and perform their 
complex duties not only more easily 
but far moie efficiently. 

*' In the digestive tract the whole- 
some influence is evidenced iu 
better digestion and assimilation. 
"The function of the skin, more 
and more fully recognised as a 
potent factor of health, is promptly 
and appreciably improved by active 
walking. 

"To the liver, it is also a health- 
ful stimulant, while the same may 
be said of its actiou on the kidneys 
and oilier abdominal organs. 

This means of improving health, 
like fresh air, is withtu the reach of 
most people. Its energising in- 
fluence should be more « itil- 
ized. A reasonable distance should 
be w gardleas of 
ns. It is not well 
to walk so rapidly or so far as to 
induce fatigue from which one does 
not promptly r. Neither Is It 
advissble to walk rapidly iu tbe faoe 
. strong wind, or on a rough road, 
or In ling a hill. Unless al

To our mind comment is super- 
fluous, as every one who knows 
about the handicapped condition of 
deaf children will realize the deplor- 
able outlook for them when the war 
has given place to times of blessed 
peace. 

Hearing children absorb educa- 
tion from association. Without 
early instruction, their education in 
schools is merely delayed, for their 
mental development keeps pace with 
their environment.

Of course, you have heard of that 
famous deaf man, Lars M. Larson, 
who founded the deaf school in New 
Mexico and was for years its super- 
intendent. Mr. Larson has been 
preparing to go before the Wiscon- 
sin legislature next winter as a vol 
unteer and work for the passage of 
such an impostor law as eleven other 
States already have. He is very me 
thodical and is desirous of knowing 
how many impostors have been ap- 
prehended, how many convicted, 
duration of imprisonment and many 
other details The Bureau has a big 
book in which are pasted all the 
clippings anent impostors appearing 
in the deaf and hearing papers since 
January first, 1915, and these may 
avail to help prepare the necessary 
proof — proof that will cincb our case 
in any legislature. 

Other States will be attended to 
also. So few legislatures met this 
winter. Kentucky appears to be 
the only State where a new impostor 
law is promised, but next year — 
fortified by past mistakes — the Na- 
tional Association is going to make 
a determined, whirlwind campaign, 
wherever it can find a brainy, big- 
hearted hustler who will give liber- 
ally of his time, sparingly of his 
money, and receive in return no- 
thing but the thanks of the As- 
sociation Are you such a worker ?

Regarding California Conditions. 

Dear Editor : — Referring to the 
Terry article, I have been expecting 
to " let this be Amen," as requested 
by you, but now being left to appear 
as having misinterpreted the whole 
thing, and that my resentment was 
directed at " Eugenics," I beg to be 
allowed to say that I am by no 
means opposed to rational eugenics, 
and I passed off that subject lightly, 
because the public has heard too 
much of such discussions of late 
years, and the matter can be trusted 
to take care of itself fairly well. 

The main point of my whole " de- 
fense of California conditions," was 
the original Terry article gave me 
the impression that California had 
been singled out, at least, as a " hor- 
rible example, ' ' of unfavorable moral , 
mental and physical conditions. 
After my article was published 
several representative California deaf 
seemed to have the same impressions, 
and I received some commendations. 
So far I have not been criticized as 
misconstruing anything. If the in- 
tention was not to bold up Califor- 
nia conditions as an example, I am 
ready to express my regrets over 
the whole incident, but must add 
that either I and some reputed high- 
ly intelligent Californians are woe- 
fully deficient in understanding the 
English, language or the Terry arti- 
cle should have been more carefully 
written and other localities men- 
tioned. 

It was perfectly understood by me 
that the " City of Lost Hope" was a 
fancy, but directly following un- 
favorable comments on California 
conditions, the inference to be de- 
ducted was, to me at least, that the 
lines were intended to cover some 
California city or cities. 

Since writing my "defence," I 
have the opinion of an official in the 
medical world, hereabouts, that the 
average of defectives is no worse in 
California than in the East. If the 
sick and infirm are more in evidence 
in this State than in colder and more 
rainy localities, it is no doubt large- 
ly due to people being out of doors 
more in California, and that is en- 
couraged. Our beneficial climate 
and sunshine are denied to no one 
and are free.
